Western Maryland railroad trains 
collided just east of Gettysburg at 
1:55 o’clock this morning, com­ 
pletely demolishing the caboose of 
one train, knocking an empty box 
car from the track and causing some 
damage to the front of an engine, i 
Tile only injury reported as a re­ 
sult of the wreck was a sprained 
ankle sustained by L. R Faudler. 
Hagerstown, fireman on the engine 
which plowed into the caboose. He 
suffered the injury when he leaped 
from Hie locomotive before it h it. 
the rear of the parked train. 
First Wreck Here 
Milton R Tipton, local detective 
for the Western Maryland, said the 
train wreck mas the* first in his 
recollection to occur on the Western 
Maryland here. 
Tipton said the first train was an 
extra, pulled by locomotive No. 1127, 
which had stopped here to leave off j 
some cars and to add some before 
leaving for Hagerstown. It had stop­ 
ped on the tracks Just east of Get­ 
tysburg. opposite the Hartzell serv­ 
ice station. Its caboose, a recon­ 
verted World War II troop car, was 
Just east of the Hunterstown road 
crowing near the Central Chemical 
corporation plant. 
Two Trainmen Leaped 
The other train, pulled by loco­ 
motive No. 1120, was headed for 
Gettysburg with a load of ore to be 
transferred 
to the Reading line 
here. 
Detective Tipton said he was told 
by the train crew of No. 1120 that 
they did not see the caboose of 
1127 until they had rounded the 
curve near the Central Chemical 
plant, and mere practically on the 
caboose. Tile engineer threw on the 
brakes 
and he and the 
fireman 
leaped from the cab Just before 
the engine smashed into the rear of 
the train ahead A brakeman who 
mas in the engine remained there. 
The red painted steel caboose, 
winch was unoccupied, was com­ 
pletely smashed and thrown from 
the rails. 
Car Damaged 
The next car in line, an empty 
steel box car, was thrown across 
the track and dented about the end. 
The remainder of the train stayed 
on the track and was not damaged. 
A wrecking crew from Hagers­ 
town arrived this morning to put 
the box car back on its wheels. 
R. J. Myers, Hagerstown, was con­ 
ductor on No. 1127 and O. N. Shriver, 
Hagerstown, was conductor on No. 
1120.

VICTORY IN CHINA 
NOT YET CERTAIN 


By DEW ITT MACKENZIE

The 
Chinese 
government's 
a n ­ 
nouncement of a sweeping victory 
over the Communist rebels in the 
crucial battle of Suehow gateway 
to the capital of Nanking 
has been 
seized upon in central China as giv- ! 
ing hope th a t the terrific Red of­ 
fensive has been smashed. 
Certainly the report is encourag­ 
ing, but we shall do well to await 
developments before jumping to con­ 
clusions. We must bear in mind that 
this great battle has been raging 
with unabated fury for some ten j 
days. The time has arrived when, 
even under far more favorable clr- J 
cumatances, the attacking Chinese 
Communists might be expected to 
pause to bring up their communica- j 
tions and repair heavy losses in men 
and materiel. 
Thus the halt in the attack doesn't 
in itself mean th a t the Reds are 
knocked out Thetr assault may be 
resumed after a breather. 
Casualties Heavy 
The casualties have been big on 
both sides, A Nanking spokesman 
has estimated the government losses 
In men at 40,000 He placed the Red 
casualties at 130,000, much of this 
great loss having been due to massed 
Red forces being caught by Na­ 
tionalist Air Forces on the open 
plain without cover. 
Assuming that the estimate of 
Communist losses Is correct, how are 
the rebels going to find quick re­ 
placements for such a great number 
of men? I was given an interesting 
side-light on this problem from Dr 
Peng Hsueh-Pch, adviser to the 
Chinese cabinet, who paused Wed­ 
nesday In New York on his way from 
Paris to Nanking. In the course of a 
luncheon chat Dr. Pong said: 
"The Communists raise their fight­ 
ing men by terrorism under which 
every able-bodied male In a Red- 
controlled area Is forced to serve. 
This terrorism may even involve the 
torture or killing of a m ans rela­ 
tives All the areas under Communist 
control are organized through te r­ 
rorism of men. women and children." 
Nanking Means Prestige 
Dr. Peng's appraisal of the situa­ 
tion fits in* with established methods 
of the Bolshevists in other theatres 
of Asia and Europe 
But to get back to the battle for 
Suchow. the Communists are bound 
to resume the offensive if it is hu­ 
manly possible. This is true not only 
because of the strategic value of this 
route into central China but because 
the capital of all China is Involved. 
The prestige of both the govern­ 
m ent and the rebels is involved in 
the possession of Nanking, for the 
capital of any country is the symbol 
of national security in the minds of 
the citizens.
